. Ground, 130,000 Barrels,

Los ANGELEs, Cal., Sept. 2.—Leav- 
ing the beautiful city of Los Angeles, 
we turned our horse’s head toward the 
Cahuenga Pass, through the Santa 
Monica mountains. As we approached 
the pass we saw in the distance the 


| beautiful residence of ex-Senator Cole, 


surrounded by green trees and flour- 
ishing vineyards. 
of vines, planted last winter, looks as 
bright and green as though it had just 
been revived by a summer shower, al- 
though 1t is months since it has had 
water. Thecultivation of grapes with- 
out irrigation is a success, and those 
raised without water are of fine quality 
and flavor. At the base of the moun- 
tain is a fine melon farm which, with- 
out irrigation, produces watermelons 
weighing as high as ninety-five pounds. 
Once into the pass the road winds 


mit is reached and the magnificent 
San Fernando Rancho of 60,000 acres 
spreads out before us. Six farms of 
from three to eight thousand acres are 


The original San Fernando Rancho 
consisted of 120,000 acres and occupied 
the entire valley, but has been divided. 
Atthe end of the valley we came to 
the ruins of the old mission, once 
wealthy with great olive orchards and 
vineyards but now fallen into poverty 


and decay. Then we pass over the 


toll road built byGeneral Beale through 
the San’ Fernando Pass, with a cut 
about 80 feet in depth at the summit. 
The franchise for 20 years expired 
about a year ago, but the great outlay 
had been richly repaid by the toll from 
the large amount of travel and freight 
ernee. over this route previous to the 
uilding of the S. P. R. R. 

THE OIL INDUSTRY. , 
We spent the night at Newhall,now 
a country village, but with great pros- 
pects as the future centre of the oil 
industry. The presence of this trade 
is already making itself visible by the 
daily arrival of machinery, boilers, 
casing, pipe, &c., in great quantities. 


On the edge of the town is located the 


refinery of the company, connected by 

pipe lines with the wells a few miles 

distant. Leaving Newhall, we drove 

to the Pico Canon, the principal pro- 

ducing territory of the region. As we 

approached we saw away up on the 
peaks the tall derricks in places which 

looked inaccessible, but no spot is out 
of the reach of American enterprise 
and perseverance. In one of the wild- 
est spots of the canon about thirty 
men were making the mountains echo 
to the strokes of their hammers upon 
the iron plates of a new 20,000 barrel 
tank. Along the canon are scattered 
the houses of the en.ployes of the com- 
pany, most of whom have recently 
come from Pennsylvania. Near one 
of the houses was a graded and leveled 
croquet ground with a little oil tank 
on a post for lighting it at night. 
Further up we came to a cluster of 
producing wells, with others at a little 
distance on the sides of the mountains, 
or even at the top, hundreds of feet 
above our heads. 


eight years ago, but more has been ac- 
complished in the last two years than 
in all the time previous. One well 
which we visited has produced 130,000 
barrels in the last three years and is 
still yielding. There have heen no 
very iarge wells, the best being 250 
per day, and the average being about 
ninety barrels, but they keep up their 
production with scarcely any diminu- 
tion from year to year. Drilling has 
been found difficult, as a great portion 
of the rock is broken shale lying ob- 
liquely. The tools slip to one side very 
easily, and a number of “crooked 
holes” have resulted. One @riller lost 
his tools altogether in a well and fin 

ished 1¢ with new ones. The cost of 
putting down a well is from $5,000 to 
$7,000, depending upon depth, etc. 
Most of the wells are from twelve to 
fifteen hundred feet, but some have 
yielded ata much less depth. One 
well of 270 feet depth produced 40 
barrels per day for about three years, 
has deen deepened and is now yielding 
even more. Another one of 800 feet is 
said to have produced 200,000 barrels 
in the last five or six years. Drilling 
has been very successful in striking oil 
in paying quantities wherever there 

were indications of its presence. 


I8 [IT THE STANDARD ? 


The Pacific Oil Company now have 
27 wells producing or drilling, and 
oe the last two years have been 
rapidly widening the scope of their 
operations. They have now from 
thirty to forty miles of pipe lines and 
are preparing to lay twenty miles more 
to connect their land with ocean ship- 
ping at Ventura. The producers of 
California have a great advantage in 
their proximity to the ocean, which 
gives them free commerce with the 
outside world. Crude oil is now sold 
at $3 per barrel in Los Angeles and 
the oil companies are making immense 
profits. There is a very large amount 
of oil territory as yet undeveloped and 
a rich reward awaits enterprise in 
these regions. In the Camulos dis- 
trict, which lies west of the San F 

nando, are even stronger indications 
of oil than they were in the Pico 
canon. We first went up the Brea 
Canon, in which are numerous out- 
bursts and springs of oil. Ascending 
the mountain west of this canon, we 
could plainly see the break in the 
mountains crossing from the San Fer- 
nando through this district to those 
beyond which have been developed. 
A couple of miles further west, 
the Hopper Canon stretches back over 


two miles intothe mountain and is full 
of oil. 


Great pools of oil fill its (at 
present) dry water courses. Hundreds 


of barrels of oil must be wasted away 


and evaporated during a year. A 
well put down only ninety feet by 
horse-power struck light oil .in consid- 


erable quantity, and had it not been 


for the death of one of the owners 


and the consequent suspension of op- 
eration, would doubtless have yielded 
in large quantities at the depth of a 
few hundred feet. The mountainous 


‘territory between these two caifions 
will probably in a few vears be the 
scene of great activity.
